STATION NEWS 

I begin this section with a "thank you” to 
César Objfo, who sent the Medium Wave 
section from two editions of Pampas DXing 
(Buenos Aires). He notes that there are two 
reporters in Cuba reporting to the publication. 

AUSTRALIA: The Hospital Radio 
Network in Newcastle, has six individual 
transmitters operating on 1629 kHz. 
Programs are 24 hours/7 days and consist of 
music and medical announcements between 6 
AM and 7 PM weekdays, with background 
music at other times. Transmitters are all 
former drive-in theater units, 10 watts. [lan 
Stanley and D. Headland in DX Australia 
8/92) 

AUSTRIA: Now that FM coverage of 
Austria is complete, engineers of the ORF have 
been debating whether to switch off 1476 MW, 
a transmitter of 600 kW located just outside of 
Vienna and currently airing Osterreich-1 
service. During the evening hours there are 
regular announcements being made in 
German, on the MW service only, asking 
listeners to register their existence. There is a 
competition, with a prize of compact discs, for 
the reception report from the most distant 
listener. If there is no response or the range of 
listeners stops just outside the Austrian 
border, ORF may silence the transmitter. [R. 
Nederland Media Network via BDXC in ARC 
8/26/92] 

BAHRAIN/KUWAIT: The VOA MW relay 
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(1350 kHz) established here during the Gulf 
War closed 7/31. A new site in the gulf area is 
being sought. [R. Nederland Media Network 
7/30 in NASWA 9/92] On 8/4 VOA 
announced an agreement with Kuwait for a 
relay site of one MW and up to 10 SW 
transmitters. The agreement provides free use 
of site and electricity, with Kuwaiti access to 
the facilities on a time available basis. [VOA 
Press Release in NASWA 9/92] 

BELGIUM: The high power transmitters in 
Belgium are reducing power output, Wavre 
BRT-2 on 540 from 150 to 50 kW, RTBF-1 on 
621 from 300 to 100 kW, Wolvertem R. Donna 
on 927 from 300 kW to 150 kW, and BRT 
International on 1512 with 20 kW during 
daylight and 300/600 kW at night. 
[BENELUX DX CLUB in Medium Wave News 
9/92] 

BULGARIA: The Horizont program on 
1224 (Vidin) doubles its power from 500 to 

1000 kW between 2245 and 0130 UT. A 
new 1000 kW transmitter is under constrution 
north of Varna. It may be for relaying VOA, 
DW, RFU or MR (R. Scala) [BENELUX DX 
CLUB in Medium Wave News 9/92] 
CROATIA: Croatian Radio broadcasts 
around the clock on the following frequencies: 
774 during the day, 1125 and 1134 during the 
night. English news scheduled 0603-0610 & 
0803-0810 M-Sa, 0703-0706 & 0903-0906 Su, 
1203-1210 & 2103-2110 daily. [BDXC in 
Medium Wave News 9/92) 

CUBA: R. Cadena Habana started test 
transmissions in English on 1050 kHz on 4/3 
parallel to 9505 and 11820 kHz. Tests heard 
0130 for several hours. On 4/7 it was heard 
on 1150 kHz at 0000. Radio Musical National 
from Arroyo Arenas 950 kHz transmitted an 
evangelical message during Resurrection 
Sunday last April, between 1230-0230 UTC. 
This was requested by the Consejo Ecumenico 
de Cuba, and it's most rare as religious 
programs are almost unknown in Cuba. 
{ARC 8/26/92] R. Reloj reported on 1165, 
unknown location [Krueger DXSF 4/6 via 
WRTH LA-NL #4 in ARC 8/26/92] 
Reciprocal relay arrangements between 
Moscow and Havana seem to have ended by 
the end of June, 1992. [R. Nederland Media 
Network 7/16/92 in WRTH LA-NL in ARC 
8/26/92] Chris Dunne, Pembroke Pines FL, 
reports hearing two new Cuban FM stations: 
Radio Rebelde 89.9 (site unknown) and Radio 
Enciclopedia (presumed) 88.7 Santa Clara 
(correct site?). You can add these stations to 
the list printed in DXN 59-28. Chris also 
heard FM stations from Puerto Rico, the 
Dominican Republic, Jamaica, and possibly 
Haiti via tropospheric propagation - quite a

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC: R Amanecer 
noted on its regular frequency of 1570 4/23 
(Jimenez P. in CNX #65 in WRTH LA-NL 
8/1/92 via ARC 8/26/92] (A change, since 
this has previously been reported in IDXD on 
1565 kHz - Jim) 

GRENADA: Harbour Light of the 
Windwards, Carriacou Island, Grenada, W.I. 
(US address: Aviation Radio Missionary 
Service, Inc., 875 State Park Road, Greenville, 
SC 29609). On 1400 kHz with 5 kW, daily 
program in English 0930-0200, news relays 
from BBC and VOA. There are future plans to 
broadcast in Spanish and French. [Station 
letter in WRTH LA-NL 8/1/92 in ARC 
8/26/92] 

JORDAN: Amman 612 increases from 10 
to 200 kW and Al Karanah 1494 is now 1000 
kW. [BENELUX DX CLUB in Medium Wave 
News 9/92] 

RUSSIA: The latest reported schedule of 
Radio Ala: 684 2000-1900, 1386 2000-2300 
and 0200-1500, 1494 2000-1530. [Anatily S. 
Klepov in PLAY DX #702} 

ST. KITTS & NEVIS: Radio Paradise 830 
(ex-825) moved in February 1992 to the 
adjacent island of Nevis and is now 24 hours 
a day. New address is Radio Paradise, 
Charlestown, Nevis. The new owner is Trinity 
Broadcasting, the same organization which 
took over KUSW (shortwave). [CGK in ARC 
9/11/92] 

SAO TOME: The VOA is building a new 
site to replace the Monrovia, Liberia relay 
transmitter, lost in the civil war. In two years 
it will have four short wave and one medium 
wave transmitters. A provisional MW 
transmitter will sign on in 1993 with 100 kW. 
The future MW transmitter will be rated 600 
kW (in 1995). [Radio Nederland Media 
Network in DX Australia 8/92] 

SPAIN: A new Spanish MW list is 
available from the NRC Publications Center, 
please enclose funds (and NYS tax for NY 
residents) for copying 2 pages. The list is 
current to August 1, 1992. We received the list 
from PLAY-DX #704, and it was prepared by 
Jordi Brunet, Catalunya, Spain. 

UNITED KINGDOM: On 18 July the 
second national radio station commenced test 
transmissions on 1215 kHz. The 
announcement given states that test 
transmissions are taking place on 1215 and 
1197 kHz in readiness for the new station 
which will commence broadcasting in early 
1993. The address quoted is Independent 
Music Radio, c/o Breakfast Television Centre, 
Hawley Crescent, London NW1 8EF. The 
station is broadcasting back-to-back rock and 


roll music with announcements every thirty 
minutes. According to correspondence from 
the station, only the Brookman's Park 
transmitter is in use at this time, and other 
transmitters throughout the country will be 
tested over the next few months. The actual 
name of the station has yet to be decided but it 
is thought that it will be called either "Virgin 
Rock" or "Virgin Rock Radio". [Medium Wave

Ribbon Cable Loops ... by Mark Connelly, WA1ION 


A cheap, but effective, alternative to ferrite loop 
heads is a loop constructed of ribbon cable of the type often 
used for computer interconnections. This cable consists of 
a group of parallel insulated conductors formed onto a single 
flat strip. Wire gauge for each conductor is typically #28 
(AWG) and the distance between adjacent conductors is 0.05” 
(1.27 mm). By using a number of the ribbon cable's conductors 
wired in series, a loop coil may be formed. This coil may 
then be mounted on a suitable crossarm support assembly. 

The customary loop configuration is square (/ diamond), 

but circular, triangular, and other layouts could be used 
instead with no great change in performance. If the support 
assembly can be quickly disassembled and re-assembled (or 
folded and unfolded) and if the ribbon cable can be easily 
detached and re-attached to the support assembly, an 
effective loop for DXpeditions and other travel can be made. 


My experiments were done with a 5 ft. / 1.52 m. length 
of ribbon cable sold by Radio Shack (part number 278-772, 
US price $3.59). This initially has 25 parallel conductors. 
Cut-and-try experimentation determined that a 10-conductor 
piece gives the correct inductance for a medium wave loop 
compatible with operation in Palomar, Quantum, and RTL-2 
bases. These base units are characterized by fairly high 
tuning capacitances - on the order of 440 to 940 pF low 
band (e. g. 500 - 750 kHz) and 30 to 530 pF high band 
(e. g. 700 - 1800 kHz). Other tuning capacitances will 
mandate different ribbon cable lengths and/or different 


numbers of conductors. SEATTLE'S 
Construction of the ribbon cable loop head assembly GREAT 


is straightforward. A "DB25" computer connector is used 
for the required junctions at the ends of the ribbon cable. 
Figures 1, 2, and 3 illustrate the necessary connections. 


The support frame arrangement of Figure 4 was used for 
quick testing. My main application is remotely-tuned loops 
used in a phased configuration (loop vs. loop, or loop vs. 
whip, via the DCP-1 Dual Controller / Phaser). Nulls are 
established electronically; therefore, the need to tilt 
and rotate the loop manually is not a high priority. 

For easy tilting and rotation ("normal" loop use), a more 
sophisticated loop support assembly would be required. 

NRC loop antenna manuals and Ken Cornell's "Medium and Low 
Frequency Scrapbook" present many worthwhile mechanical 
construction details for loop support frames. 


*kk Test Results *** 


Sensitivity, with the 10-conductor ribbon cable formed 
into a diamond approximately 15" (0.38 m.) on a side, was 
comparable to that of the Quantum and Palomar medium wave 
ferrite heads. I had thought that the close conductor 
spacing could wreck Q (tuning sharpness) and severely 
limit the tuning range. This did not seem to be the case: 
Q and tuning range were only SLIGHTLY greater with the 
ferrite heads. The cost-conscious should note that 
Palomar gets $79.95 for its "BCB" loop head (Universal 
Radio catalogue 91-06); a ribbon cable head of equivalent, 
or better, sensitivity can be thrown together for less 
than $10 - FAR less if you go to ham "flea markets". 


The cheapness of this method allows for much 
experimentation including loops for other frequency 
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ranges, tapped-down (low-impedance) outputs, etc. 

To operate on a lower frequency range, the use of more 
conductors and/or a longer piece of ribbon cable is 
suggested. Initially, I had used 24 of the original 25 
conductors and I tuned in on robust signals from longwave 
aerobeacons and Trans-Atlantic broadcasters around 250 kHz. 
Fewer conductors and/or shorter lengths of ribbon cable 
will raise the operating band: this leads to thoughts of 
tropical-band and 160/80/75 meter ham use. 


Figure 5 illustrates the schematic of an active loop 
for use with ribbon cable loop heads. The base unit will 
also work with ferrite heads such as Quantum and Palomar. 
Base circuitry should be assembled in a metal box. For 
BUF-A documentation, see my article "BUF-A Buffer Amplifier 
Card: A Valuable Building Block for DX Projects" (15 JUN 1992). 
For BBA-Cl documentation, see "RIL-1A: Improved Version of 
RTL-1 Remotely-Tuned Loop" (15 APR 1992). For ease of 
tuning, it is recommended that R2 of Figure 5 be a 10-turn 
type. A single-turn pot could be used, but tuning would be 
touchier,.

Because a varactor is used for tuning, the problems 
of variable capacitor availability, complicated mounting 
schemes, and hand capacitance are eliminated. In the 
worst strong-signal environments, the varactor might create 
spurs; if that's the case, replace it by a variable capacitor 
with a range of approximately 30 to 530 pF (placed across 
the loop head coil) and delete the varactor-tuning-related 
components ~ Figure 5: Cl, C5, C6, D1, D2, R2, R7, R8&, RFC3, 
and RFC4.

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Passive Loops 


Tapping down allows for passive loop operation. This 
is typically done by bringing out 2 tap leads; these should 
be 1 turn away from the center tap (ground) in each direction. 
See Figure 6. Passive loops are, of course, much less 
sensitive than active loops but they have the advantage of 
no distortion products from overload; this is especially 
the case with air loops with no ferrite core material to 
saturate. A passive loop is the only workable medium wave 
antenna at some urban locations. A larger loop (e. g. 

3.3 ft. / 1m. on each side of the square) will probably 
be necessary. Add or remove conductors from the ends, as 
required, to establish the correct tuning range.

Westwood One station in New York City has 
been sold to Bloomberg LP, a financial news 
agency. The price was 13.5 million dollars, a 
fire sale price to be sure.

Westwood 
One says that the station has been a money 
looser for them for the entire four years that 
they owned it. It is little wonder that the 
station has done so poorly under the 
management style they employed. Drastic 


cuts to both the on- air and support staffs had . 


crippled this once mighty operation. There 
has been considerable speculation that the 60 
Years of Big Band programming may come to 
a halt in favor of a financial news/ talk format, 
using the resources of Bloomberg's company 
which are already in place. Trivia addicts 
may note that the station was started by the 
Bulova Watch Company in 1934, later being 
owned by Metromedia and then Westwood 
One. This sale will have no bearing on 
WNEW's FM station, as it was spun off into a 
separate company (Group W) a few years ago. 
|It is a real shame that the current executives 
‘let this station drop to 20th in the market, 
with a 2% share of the listeners. The voices of 
Willie B. and others which echo in the 
station's historic hallways must be weeping at 
the stations decline ... Deborah Norville will 
be leaving her ABC Talk Show rein to go back 
on the tube. She has been hired by CBS to bea 
reporter on the fast rising Street Stories show 
.. CBS has lined up 27 stations so far for the 
new Gil Gross talk show to begin airing across 
the country starting September 24, in the 8-11 
pm (ELT) slot. Interesting to note that no 
outlet has yet been secured for the show in 
New York City.

As of August Ist, 
ABC has instituted a hardcopy news service 
for its affiliates. The service will be satellite 
fed and contain news of the entertainment 
world, sports and regionalized weather ... 
WTRI, is on the air in Brunswick, Maryland, 
using its mighty 500 watts to program local 
musicians ONLY. The management says you 
bring in a record and we'll probably get it on 
the same day. This leads to quite a melange of 
music, Since going on the air last February the 
station has shown steady growth so far, 
expecting to be in black by the end of the 
summer. It has even secured a bank loan for 
transmitter improvements, hoping to increase 
power to 10,000 watts ... The F.C.C.'s Office of 
Engineer Technology still has not approved 
the new Radio Frequency (RF) light bulb. This 
concept, promoted to the public months ago, 
is said to be much more efficient than 
conventional incandescent light bulbs. The 
trade off is that the unit is actually a small 
transmitter. The company reports no 
problems to consumer equipment, due to its 
lower power and frequency. Needless to say 
many organizations are worried about this 
unit and its potential interference problems. 
The bulb transmits on 13.56 Mhz, and

St. Louis’ KUSA is again in the Mutual 
Radio Network fold, as is fellow market 
station WIBV-1260 ... WESL has stopped 
broadcasting in stereo ... KSIV- 1320 is now 
on the air 24 hours a day, they had been 
signing off at midnight ... Radio legend Jack 
Carney's son, John Carney, is doing the 
afternoon drive slot on WEW-770 ... WRTH- 
1430, no I am not talking about the World 
Radio Television Handbook, is now airing 
Don Kennedy's Big Band Jump and the 
syndicated Sounds of Sinatra ... WIBV-1260 is 
simulcasting KTVI (Channel 2) News at 5:00 
p.m. local... The F.C.C. has shut down a pirate 
radio station in Brooklyn. Radio Guinan was 
operated by Jeane Lucien Borges. Radio 
stations WADO and WFME complained to 
the F.C.C. The station was issued a warning. 
The warning was ignored and the case was 
turned over to the U. S. Department of Justice. 
Fines can run up to $100,000 and/or a year in 
prison ... The Gill Gross Show is taking to the 
airwaves, on the CBS Radio Network. It will 
run for three hours each weekday. Gill has 
long been a well respected journalist in the 
New York market and known nationally for 
his work substituting for noted newscaster 
Paul Harvey ... With AM stations going dark 
all around the country, here is an interesting 
story from Dee MeVicker, which recently 
appeared in the Offbeat Radio Column of 
RadioWorld. It was not long ago that 
WTYN(AM) of Polk County, NC, was dark. 
In nearby Transylvania County, the lights 
were also out for WPNF(AM). Like many 
small market stations across the nation, the 
chances of these AM stations lighting up the 
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airwaves again were dim. Then something 
happened. On October 8, 1990, WIYN(AM) 
began receiving its programming from 
WHPK(AM) of the neighboring county of 
Henderson. Within a year, WPNF(AM) had 
also linked programming with the Henderson 
County station and the trio lit up the Tri- 
Country area with what the station's general 
manager called “Trimulcasting." This 
alternative to fulltime programming enabled 
WPNF, a 1,000 watt daytimer, licensed to 
Brevard in Transylvania County and WYTN, 
a 10,000 watt daytimer/ 540 watt nighttime 
facility licensed to Tryon in Polk County, to 
significantly reduce operating costs and once 
again service their local markets. The station 
use STLs with WHKP acting as the flagship 
station. During the 8 to 11 a.m. time frame the 
station operate separately. The FCC requires 
that they maintain separate studios. To segue 
into local programming, announcers from 
each station are joined together during the 6 to 
8 a.m. time slot in a roundtable fashion. A 
most interesting approach to local operating 
in today's difficult economic times ... ;

VIC MELIS - 501 KLEMAN ROAD - GILBERTSVILLE, PA 19525 
wwJZ-640 resumed its DA & non DA ET w/good signal W to Strasburg & Lancaster on 


8/22. No stereo noted. On 8/10 WPGR-1540 ‘Greator Gold Radio’ began post sun- 
set operation w/reduced power until s/off. The new owners recently moved the 
studios to 200 Monument Rd. Since around FEB., WOGL-1210 has: been breaking away 
from the morning FM simulcast to settle a long standing AFTRA dispute dating ; 
back to the WCAU days, requiring union newscasts on the AM side. Therefore, with 
the slightly longer AM newscasts, resumption of the FM simulcast is often late! 
I checked out the new redesigned GE Superadio III Model 7-2887 at a Cherry Hill 
NJ catalog store. In addition to the new packaging, relocation of the tuning 
knob to the right side, and a recessed on/off switch, the unit features a 
‘wide/normal' AM bandwidth selector and the extended AM band thru 1700 khz. The 
selectivity in the 'normal' mode seemed better than the I or II, with very sharp 
attenuation of the sidebands when just tuning off center frequency of nearby 
WOGL-1210. The '‘wide' mode is just slightly wider than earlier models but did 
not provide audio fidelity much above 4 khz, even at full treble. In contrast, 
the filters used for wideband in both the Dymek DAS & the multisystem AM stereo 
Sony XRA33 provide much wider audio, flat to 9.9 khz depending on signal. I re~ 
cently added a $9.97 K-Mart antenna that extends 58" and includes a center coil 
for extra gain. Using it with the Sony XRA33 and the Radio Shack Dx400, I noted 
considerable gain over the 30" stock antenna on AM,FM & SW. The stock antenna 
is connected to a new Radio Shack 12-1946 car radio/tape unit that stores 12 st- 
ations on 12 AM bands as well as 18 FM on 3 FM bands. For the $99 sale price, 
it includes line outputs, 28 watts, an FM mono switch and programmed station se- 
arch, but it lacks the AM stereo and bandwidth selector that are tough to live 
without. I can easily switch to the XRA33 in the glove box for super AM audio or 
taping airchecks with near FM quality. I noted while driving on N I-95 out of 
Washington, that the MD State Highway TIS on 530, WMVY506 is in stereo while the 
next N TIS, WMQI569 was mono. The only known remaining Kahn AM Stereo signal in 
my area is WNAK-730. Hurricane Andrew coverage again demonstrated AM's true po- 
tential. Checked 560 & 610 and unlike Hugo coverage, found no 50kwer on 690 
from Jacksonville talking to DXers from SE PA! On 8/24, listened .to WWL-870 cov- 
erage before switching to WRNO-Worldwide, which made an announcement in English 
at 8:05 PM that they would s/off within 2 hours or soonder if the storm hit New 
Orleans. They resumed Spanish programming and abruptly disappeared minutes lLat- 
er! That's it for now. &3's & a great DX season to all! (Hey Vic, PDS, you 
know? Que pasa, eh? Please Double Space! If not, you'll receive 6 hours of 
the old PA DUTCH program from the old WBYD!-DWS)

Greetings. DX is picking up here as autumn approaches. TA's have been relative-— 
ly common. Congrats to JEAN, BURNELL for his loggings of Bolivia-1550, St. Hel- 
ena-1548 and others (including tentative Mayotte-1458.2). My catches haven't 
been that exotic but it's still fun to log the local entertainment of numerous 
countries on MW. Some local notes: WCMX-1000 has been off for a while. CKBW 
dominates 1000 here days, its level is fairly weak. With 960 & 1000 off, metro- 
Fitchburg's AM count has gone from 4 to 2 in just a few years. That area is now 
only sereved by WRIM-1280 & WGAW-1340. In Cambridge, WWEA-740 has changed to 
WJIB and an EZL Format similar to that: associated with the old WJIB 96.9 (now 
WCDJ with light jazz). Cambridge's little 250 watter on 740 has been a revolving 
door of calls and formats over the years: WTAO, WXHR, WCAS, WLVG, WWEA, WJIB & 
possibly others have been used since I first tuned in around 1960. The station 
seems like a prime candidate to "go dark", it's location in a densely-populated 
area is probably the only reason that it has amanged to survive with its succes- 
sion of narrowcast "Niche formats." Rumors of this station increasing power and 
changing transmitter location have abounded for years. With the region's contin- 
uing shaky economy, the wisdom of investing in a possible dead-end venture no 
doubt came under scrutiny. It amazes me that WMEX-1150 continues with a mere si- 
mulcast of WMJX-FM. Several other stations appear to be teetering on the brink 
of failure, as evidenced by lapses of technical quality and unplanned periods of 
silence or open carrier, these include WCCM-800, WCAP-980, WBIV-1060, WESX-1230, 
WIDA-1300, WLLH-1400, WNTN-1550 & WUNR-1600. Incredibly, no AM or FM station has 
seen fit to provide Boston with a CW format, the outlying FMers don't cut it 
between Boston's tall buildings. CW is more popular than ever but our local sta 
tions continue to blow a golden opportunity! 73
